Vet speed, as a m a tte r of actual fact, seems to b e the 
lea-t valued quality an auto can posse.s.s, accordm R to a 
recent survev of autom ob ile owners. 
This survev was coiulucted b y the researeh .‘‘tali ol 
one group of manufacturer.s. 
It sent (luestionnaires to 
more than l.OdO.thh) motorists, asking: them to list the 
g’eneral characteristics which they prized most highly in 
a new car. 
Their replies are r a the r surprising. 
The one thin^ the motorist w ants most in hi.n car, a c ­ 
cording to this survev, is the homely old <}uali(y of d e ­ 
pendab ility. 
He like.s to feel that the old b ins will keep 
on running, month in and month out, and that he 
woti 1 
alway.H b e taking it to the .service station for annoying 
and expen.sive repair .ioh.s. 
In second place cam e eronomv. \>. hich is, of course, 
allied to d# » pendahility; and next to these two (pialitiiw 
the motorist w a nte d sa fe ty— which also lia.s som ething to 
do with dependab ility. 
Next, in the ord e r nam ed, the motorists voted for 
comfort, 
a ppe a ra n c e , 
ea.se 
of control, 
low 
first 
cost, 
smoothness, pick-up—-and, last of all, speed. 
T he results of this (|uestionnaire are more than a 
little instructive. 
They suggest, for iri.stance, that the 
automob ile industry is wise in edging a w a y from the 
yearly change-of-model s tun t; for the c a r ’s appi*arance. 
a fte r all, ra nked only fifth on th« * list, and th<’ d e m a n d 
for dependab ility suggiest.s that many a driver likes to 
ha n g on to a sturdy ea r regardle.ss of minor cha nges in 
b ody stylings. 
And they indicate, furtherm ore, that lh<‘ gieat ma.se. 
of auto drivers is not speedcrazy. 
I.ookiiig at the whizz 
ing cars on a through highw ay might m ake one feel that 
everyone in Am erica is intent on shaving seconds from his 
traveling tim e; b ut a ppa re n tly the spi'ed-b ugs are only 
a small minority of the motoring pub lic. 
In fact, the ijuestionnaire indicates that most motor 
i.sts are pretty sensib le w hen they come to b uy cars.

if the re were only some way of putting .some .sens« * into 
tha t small minority that 
likes speed, .speed and then 
more speed, we might I'each a millmiium in which all 
motorists were as d e pe n d a b le as their automob iles.
